ON "34 COTTON CUT 


Growers Will Receive $3 
' to $18 an Acre for Re- 
moving Lands. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 29.—()— 


The farm adjustment administration 


cotton acreage reduction contract for 
1934 and 1935, made public coday, 
provides that cotton growers who 
agree to reduce will be paid a rental 
on land taken out of production rang- 
ing from slightly less than $3 to $18 
an acre. : 

This was a change in the original 
plan which called for rental of from 
$3 to $11 for the land taken out of 
production. 

The farm administration is seeking 
to reduce cotton acreage next year to 
25,000,000 as compared to an average 
planted area of around 40,000 


acres, 
Cent-a-Pound. 

In addition to the rentals, producers 
will be paid not less than one cent per 
pound on their “domestic allotment.” 

The domestic allotment is 40 per 
cent of the average yield of cotton 
land during the years 1928-1932.

Department stores sales gain from 
September to October of this year was 
almost exactly the same as the 16.4 
per cent increase reported at the same 
time last year, the review said. Oc- 
tober had one more business day than 
September, however, and dally average 
sales increased 12.5 per cent over the 
month. 

Wholesale Trade Gains. 
_ Wholesale trade increased slightly 
in October over September, having in- 
creased each month since February, 
and was 21.8 per cent greater than in 
October, 1932. Life insurance sales 
gained 8.7 per cent from September to 
October, and were 3 per cent greater 
than ¢in October last year, Bank 
debits to individual accounts, reflect- 
ing the volume of business transae- 
tions settled by check, increased 8.2 
per cent over September and were 7 
per cent greater than a year ago. 

Contract awards in the sixth district 
increased substantially in October over 
September and were greater than a 
year ago. Definite improvement in 
business booked by lumber mills was 
indicated for the first two weeks in 
November, when orders averaged 29 
per cent greater than production for 
those weeks, the increase coming large- 
ly from retail yards. 

Cotton consumption in three states 
increased 2.2 per cent from Septem- 
ber to October, and for the first three 
months of the cotton season of 1933- 
1934 was 9.8 per cent greater than in 
that part of the season before.  Al- 
though employment at reporting cot- 
ton mills in the district declined .6 
of 1 per cent from September to Oc- 
tober. 51.6 per cent more workers were 
on their pay rolls than at the same 
time last vear, the review said. 

At weekly reporting member banks 
in selected cities, loans to customers 
increased about $7,500,000 and hold- 
ings of government securities about 
$6,700,000 during the four weeks from 
October 11 to November 8. Discounts 
increased $505,000 and holdings of 
United States securities rose nearly 
$3,500,000 in the same period. There 
was a further increase of. about $4,- 
000,000 in the volume of federal re- 
serve bank credit outstanding, and 
an increase of $7,400,000 over the 
corresponding report date a year ago. 

Federal reserve note circulation of 
the bank increased further by $4,600,- 
000 from October 11 to November 8, 
and was at the highest level since 
June 21, being $25,700

@o the departing Secretary Ickes, 
public works administrator, he asked 
for an estimate of needed funds to 
carry on the work initiated by the 
$3,300,000,000 publie works chest now 
almost empty. 

Allotments just approved by the 
president bring the available public 
works funds down to the comparative 
scant sum of $150,000,000 and he ex- 
pects this will be assigned for proj- 
ects before Christmas, 

Driving his car and two visitors, 
Governor Black, of the federal reserve 
board, and Henry Bruere, credit co- 
ordinator, to the C. C. C. camp here, 
the president smiled happily as he in- 
spected the trim headquarters, 

“The civilian conservation corps 
has been of great good to the coun- 
try-side,” he said in a talk to the as- 
sembled officers and boys, “and of 
great benefit to you. ;

FULL CO-OPERATION 
ACCORDED F. D. R., 
SAYS GOV. BLACK 


Federal Reserve System 
Fully Supporting Recov- 
ery Program; Resigna- 
tion Never Discussed. 


Fullest co-operation of the federal 
reserve system with the United States 
treasury department and with the pol- 
icies of President Roosevelt in his 
recovery program is being accorded, 
Eugene R. Biack, chairman of the 
federal reserve system, said here Wed- 
nesday night. Governor Black was at 
his home on Peachtree road, follow- 
ing a visit to Warm Spring earlier in 
the day. ; 

Mr. Black said he had not resign- 
ed from his office. had no intention 
of resigning and that the subject of 
his resignation had never been dis- 
cussed by the president. The gover- 
nor returned to his home late in the 
afternoon after spending the day with 
President Roosevelt and Henry 
Bruere, federal credit co-ordinator. 

“My relations with the administra- 
tion have always been close and cor- 
dial—nothing of any character has 
interfered with, or detracted from, 
these close relations,” Governor Black 
stated. 

“The relations between the federal 
reserve board and the treasury de- 
partment have consistently been close 
and co-operative. There has been no 
rift between these two departments 
and no hesitation in these cordial 
relationships. 

“The federal reserve board has 
wholeheartedly supported the entire 
recovery program of the president. 
As proof of this it may be noticed 
that the federal reserve system has 
purchased in the open market since 
May, 1933, $596,000,000 of govern- 
ment bonds to aid credit expansion 
sought in this program,” said Mr. 
Black. 

Bank Reserves Increased. 

“Through this operation the system 
has created $850,000,000 of excess 
bank reserves to aid in restoring busi- 
ness prosperity,” he asserted. 

Mr. Bruere and Mr. Black motored 
to Warm Springs Wednesday morn- 
ing. The governor said the call was 
merely to pay their respects to Roose- 
velt and that Mr. Bruere had not 
made an official visit, but went as 
the guest of Mr. Black. Mr. Bruere 
returned to Washington via plane 
Wednesday night from Candler Field. 

Full support of the president’s gold 
policy was assured by Governor Black, 
who said he was ready and willing to 
co-operate with Roosevelt's recovery 
program in every detail. 

“IT do not wish to be personal, but 
I think I may be excused, for the pur- 
pose of putting to rest groundless ru- 
mors, in stating that I have not re- 
signed my office, that my resignation 
has not even been discussed, and that 
I purpose doing the job for which I 
was chosen. When I finish that job 
my Atlanta friends will be the first 
to know it. I will then return here 
to resume my old place with them,” 
said Mr. Black.

BIGGEST RATE GUT 


New Schedule Accepted 
by Preston Arkwright, 
President of Power 
Company; Reductions 
Range From 3 to 40%. 


COMMERCIAL RATE 
TO BE CUT FRIDAY 


Commercial Users Ex- 
pected To Save $175,000. 
110,000 Domestic Cus- 
tomers Are Affected. 


Reductions in electric power rates 
for domestic customers in the terri- 
tory served by the Georgia Power 
Company were ordered Wednesday by 
the Georgia public service commission 
and immediately accepted by the pow- 
er company. The domestic rates are 
slashed from as much as 40 per cent 
in the lower brackets down to 3 per 
cent in the upper brackets. It was 
estimated that the domestic reduc- 
tions, with those for commercial cus- 
tomers due Friday, would cost the 
power company between $825,000 and 
$850,000 annually. The reductions will 
go into effect with meter readings on 
and after January 1, making then 
applicable fer December. ; 

The commission announced that it 
would make’ public Friday the new and 
reduced sthedule of commercial rates 
and that the rule nisi against the 
Georgia Power Company, calling upon 
it to show cause why rates should not 
be reduced, will be cancelled when 
the power company has complied with 
both orders. . 

No announcement was made regard- 
ing the rates to be charged by other 
power companies operating in the 
state. These serve only about 20 per 
cent of the power customers in Geor- 
gia. 
Arkwright Accepts Cuts. 

Announcement of the power com- 
pany’s acceptance of the domestic 
rates was made by Preston 8S. Ark- 
wright, president of the company, the 
new schedule being promulgated after 
a series of conferences between Mr. 
Arkwright and Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge and between the utility execu- 
tive and Charles A. Collier, one of 
the Georgia Power vice presidents, 
with Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
public service commission. 

In a formal statement announcing 
the acceptance of the domestic rate 
reduction, Mr. Arkwright said the 
“sharp cut” was being accepted be- 
cause of economic conditions. He said 
that “the cut is not, in any sense, 
justified by the company’s earnings 
or by the present level of business.” 

Company Submitted Schedule. 

A member of the commission Wed- 
nesday night said the power company 
had first approached the commission 
for a “conference” on the matter of 
rates and when that was agreed to the 
company submitted a proposed sched-

Talmadge Silent. 

Governor Talmadge declined to com- 
ment on the reduction, saying that the 
commission's order spoke for itself. 

It was estimated that the total sav- 
ings to the domestic customers of the 
company, 110,000 in number, would 
approximate $660,000 a year, while 
the savings to commercial electric en- 
ergy users under schedules expected 
today were estimated at upwards of 
$175,000 annually. 

In directing the new domestic rates 
the commission set a new departure 
for Georgia rate schedules by includ- 
ing what is known as a promotional 
or objective rate, which will prove a 
lower schedule for customers whose 
monthly bills are higher than they 
were during the same month in the 
previous year. It is understood that 
through the use of this promotional 
rate, the power company hopes to in- 
erease the sale of its current and 
thereby offset some of the loss of rev- 
enue entailed in the reduction order. 

$1 Will Buy 15 KWH. 

The new schedule of rates prescribes 
a minimum bill of $1 which will carry 
with it up to and including 15 kilowatt 
hours of current, thereby reducing the 
bills of 15 kwh customers from £1.60 
to $1. For users of more than 15 
kwh the rate is 7.22 cents per kwh 
gross or 6.5 cents net, with 5.55 cents 
gross or 5 cents net for the next 35 
kwh, 3.33 gross or 3 cents net for the 
next 140 kwh and all over 200 kwh 
1.66 gross or 1.5 cents net. 

The old schedule likewise called for 
a minimum bill of $1 but carried with 
the minimum only 5 kilowatt hours 
of current. The schedule carried a 
charge of $1 for the first 5, 6.66 
cents a gross or 6 cents net for the 
next 25 kwh, 5.55 gross or 5 cents 
net for the next 25 kwh, 3.3 cents 
gross or 3 cents net for the next 145 
kwh and 2.2 gross or 2 cents net for 
all over 200 kwh. 

The new schedule fixes the bill of 
the up to 15 kwh customer at $1, a 
saving of 60 cents. The 20 kwh cus- 
tomer is reduced from $1.90 to $1.30. 
The 30 kwh customer pays $1.87 in- 
stead of $2.50. The 40 kwh customer 
mays $2.37 instead of $2.95, the 50 
ont customer $2.87 instead of $3.40, 
the 75 kwh customer $3.82 instead of 
$4.22, the 100 kwh customer $4.57 in- 
stead of $4.97, the 200 kwh customer 
$7.57 instead of $7.97, and the 500 
kwh customer $12.05 instead of 
$13.96 


Cut High in Low Brackets. 

The rate of decrease is high in the 
lower brackets, low in the middle 
brackets and high again in the upper 
brackets. 

Although no estimate came either 
from the public service commission or 
the company it was understood that 
the company has nearly 60,000 cus- 
tomers in the lower brackets of from 
5 to 60 kwh per month were given 
savings of from 19 to 40 per cent, the 
percentage decrease dropping through 
the middle bracket and increasing 
again in the upper brackets. 

Domestic consumers using from 60 
to 200 kilowatts and whose present 
bills range from $3.37 to $7.97 a 
month are given a flat cut of 40 
cents a month, the minimum reduc- 
tion. What percentage of the com- 
pany’s income in the domestic field 
is represented by this range could not 
be ascertained Wednesday night, of- 
ficials of the company explaining that 
the figure could be obtained only by 
examination of locked-up statistics. 

Chairman Wilhoit made public the 
new order, concurred in by the entire 
commission with no comment other 
than a verbal statement that the 
board wanted it understood that the 
‘new schedule was promulgated by 
the commission and accepted by the 
,0Wer company and not promulgated 
“ the power company and accepted 
by the commission.” 

Members of the commission declined 
to talk for publication regarding the 
settlement of the power rate tangle 
but all evidently were pleased with 
the outcome of the situation. 

Promotional Rate New. 

The promotional or objective rate 
system is something new in Georgia. 
In order for a customer to take ad- 
vantage of this rate, his bill must 
be higher than in the corresponding 
month of the previous year, not high- 
er in kwh use but in money paid.

The statement of Mr. Arkwright 
follows:

The 
cut is not, in any sense, justified by 
the company’s earnings or by the 
present level of business. 

“Customers of this company re- 
ceived reductions in their electric 
rates last spring in an amount esti- 
mated at $484,000 per annum. Resi- 
dential and commercial customers re- 
ceived a further reduction of $250,000 
per annum in the cost of their electric 
service on September 1, when the 3 
per cent federal electric tax was 
shifted from the customers to the 
company. Now a further reduction 
in residential electric rates of ap- 
proximately $666,000 has been made, 
a total of more than $1,400,000 in re- 
ductions this year. And coupled with 
the new reduction is a special ‘pro- 
motional rate’ which will automati- 
cally make further reductions as the 
use of electricity increases. 

“We have been influenced to accept 
this further cut in our rates by a 
recognition of present economic con- 
ditions, by a desire to co-operate with 
the commission and the state admin- 
istration, and by the hope that the 
lowness of the new rates will prove so 
attractive to the public as to bring 
about an increase in the use of elec- 
tric service.”

ROOSEVELT IS UNCONCERNED 

OVER MONETARY CRITICISM 

By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 29.— 
(P)—President Roosevelt pointed his 
aids ahead to the commodity dollar 
goal today and then checked up on 
the domestic recovery program on the 
credit and agriculture phases. 

The arrival of Eugene Black, gover- 
nor of the federal reserve board, and 
Henry Bruere, federal credit co-ordi- 
nator, brought an exposition from the 
Little White House of the attitude 
here on the monetary dispute. 

Mr. Roosevelt was said to be un- 
concerned and unmoved by the criti- 
cism of his gold control effort. It also 
was made clear that as a matter of 
public policy the day-by-day moves 
in the monetary campaign were not 
going to be announced and warning 
was given not to draw conclusions 
from the daily activities. 

The brief visit of Governor Black 
and Bruere was stated to have been 
arranged before the president left 
Washington when he learned that 
Black was coming to his home at At- 
lanta for Thanksgiving. 

There was every evidence of com- 
plete presidential satisfaction with 
the progress of events. But of some 
dissatisfaction about some of the 
speculative stories from Washington 
on the gold program—hence his warn- 
ing on drawing conclusions. 

Secretary Wallace remained over to 
talk about the agriculture situation 
with the president. Agriculture cred- 
its was a favored topic at the late 
day gathering at the presidential con- 
ference with the arrival of Black and 
Lruere. ; 

Regarding the silver problem, it 
was stated at the Little White House 
that this has been .under study tor 
some time but there had been no re- 
cent developments. 

All in all, it was made quite plain 
that the president has his obpective 
—revyaluation of the dollar—and is 
going to go seek its achievement but 
that he is not going to reveal his

NEW OFFER OF U. 8S. BONDS 
MAY BE MADE NEXT MONTH 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—()— 
Mindful of the sums which must be 
spent in the next six months, treas- 
ury officials are considering the de- 
sirability of accompanying or follow- 
ing the usual mid-December financing 
with a new offer of bonds to be sold 
for cash, 

Meanwhile, they are pushing ahead 
with the Roosevelt gold policy and 
managed currency program, expressing 
confidence, despite the attacks of 
critics, that it will have no ultimately 
injurious effect upon government 
bond prices and, consequently, upon 
the government’s ability to borrow. 

The treasury's books show a bal- 
ance on hand of $1,122,094,249 but 
the biggest drain upon the treasury, 
the public works administration, has 
hardly been felt as yet. Up to the 
close of business on Monday the 
treasury had advanced it $129,318,- 
641. By contract, officials disclosed 
today, it expects to disburse a total 
of at least $2,640,000,000 by July 1, 
when the fiscal year ends, and possi- 
bly a sum greater than that, depend- 
ing upon developments in the next 
session of congress. 

R. F. C. To Continue. 


The Reconstruction Corporation, 
which has received $346,285,546 for 
the fiscal year so far is expected to 
continue borrowing from the treasury 
at least that great a rate. 

To provide these sums, the treasury 
must borrow by floating new bond is- 
sues. On December 15, in addition, 
it has obligations maturing to the ex- 
tent of $700,000,000. As usual it will 
meet the latter by issuing new bonds 
to an equivalent amount and offer- 
ing them in exchange. Besides, offi- 
cials regard it is inevitable that new 
bonds will be offered in exchange for 
bonds of the Fourth Liberty loan 
which were “called” recently, but not 
exchanged for the new 3 1-2s then 
ordered. 

Officials at the public works ad- 
ministration said today it was impos- 
sible to estimate how much money 
would be necessary for them in the 
next few months. They said actual 
expenditures were increasing advance 
and were expected to reach their 
peak in the spring. 

Congress originally provided $3,300,- 
000,000 for the administration’s use. 
A total of $129,318,641 has _ been 
spent; contracts involving $600,000,- 
000 have been let but the money not 
yet paid out; contracts totaling $200,- 
000,000 have been advertised for; 
$2,000,000,000 has been allocated to 
approved projects for which contracts 
are to be let as quickly as can be 


done.

Thus, the administration has left 
less than $400,000,000 and it has 
pending applications for projects total- 
ing more than $3,000,000,000. Secre- 
tary Ickes, the public works adminis- 
trator, discussed the situation with 
President Roosevelt at Warm Springs 
recently and said today that congress 
would be asxed for more money at 
the coming session. \ 

The $3,000,000,000 worth of proj- 
ects will probably dwindle to less than 
$2,000,000,000 when they have been 
investigated and those not meriting 
federal aid weeded out, he said. At 
the same same additional applications 
will be received.

In that 
year their total American shipments 
were 6 per cent of her export trade 
while in 19382 French exports to the 
United States were 5 per cent of her 
aggregate foreign shipments. 


French imports from the United 
States dropped slightly in percentage 
of her total imports between 1913 to 
1932, but the balance of trade fa- 
vored this country. 

In the first eight months of 1933 
United States exports to France were 
valued at $66,000,000 and imports 
from France at $26.400.000. 

England sent the United States 
700,000 gallons of gin in 1913 and 
Scotland, 895.000 gallons of whisky, 
a year in which United Kingdom ex- 
yerts to this country were less than 
6 per cent of the total exports. 

In the first eight months of 1933, 
imports from the United Kingdom 
amounted to $66,36.000, while exports 
to that country came to $166,364,000.

CAROLINA WREN. 

I have been trapping for small 
mammals recently, taking an occasion- 
al specimen of a golden mouse or deer 
mouse, In the course of time it be- 
came necessary for me to-go after 
some squirrels, so I set some larger 
traps near my home. A catastrophe 
befell this morning. I found a Caro- 
lina wren, dead in the trap set for a 
squirrel. It had been attracted by 
the bait, which was mainly rolled 
oats. Why couldn’t it have been a 


| sparrow ? 


The Carolina wren is the largest of 
our native wrens. It is over five 
inches long and is dressed in brown, 
as are all its relatives, at least those 
of eastern North America. It has a 
white line over the eye, and the un- 
derparts are buffy. This bird sings 
at all hours of the day and seeming- 
ly most of the year. I have heard 
them at early dawn in the first week 
of December, and early in the spring 
they are at it again. The song has 
been variously transliterated. Chap- 
man, I find, gives it in one form as 
‘tea-kettle, tea-kettle, tea-kettle,” rap- 
idly repeated. I cannot see how this 
prosaic reference to a kitchcen uten- 
sil can express the absolute exuber- 


ance of the song of joy of the Caro- 
lina wren. I prefer to state it myself 

“merrily, merrily, merrily, mer- 
rily.” 

Occasionally a Carolina wren will 
build in a box intended for its smaller 
cousin, the house wren, It is, never- 
theless, a bird whose nervous disposi- 
tion and shyness, above all things, fit 
it for a life in the deep woods. You 
will find them abundant near Atlan- 
ta, but almost always in rather se- 
cluded places, 

Although nervous in disposition, the 
Carolina wren doesn’t make as many 
gestures with the delicate tail as the 
house wren or winter wren. The last 
named, by the way, has a song that 
is a revelation, It lasts exactly four 
seconds, and is a series of perfectly 
clear and individual notes, I have 
often enjoyed a close view of Caro- 
lina wrens while fishing, having had 
them come within five feet of my face 
as I scarcely dared breathe. 

All in all, I have only the most 
pleasant memories about this bird, 
which I have known since early child- 
hood. And it had to be one of these 
that was caught in my trap. Why 
couldn’t it have been something else? 
Particularly a sparrow?

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ELECTRIC RATES REDUCED. 

The agreement entered into be- 
tween the Georgia Power Company 
and the state at the conclusion of 
the hearings which have been in 
process before the public service 
commission, under which sweeping 
reductions in both power and light 
rates will be effected, is a happy 
solution to what might otherwise 
have terminated in a long-drawn- 
out controversy, with probable re- 
course to the courts. 

The agreement of the officials of 
the power company to make the 
new rates effective of December 1 
means that the electric consumers 
of Georgia will immediately begin 
to receive the benefit of the agree- 
ment reached between the com- 
pany and the state. 

The new rates will effect a ma- 
terial reduction in all types of serv- 
ice furnished by the power com- 
pany, ranging from 3.1 per cent 
for commercial users to 374 per 
cent for the light service to small 
homes. It is estimated that a total 
saving to the. consumers of. elec- 
tricity in Georgia will be not less 
than $666,000 per year. 

The agreement is a

The Fugger 


Wealth. | ; 

After being kept intact by a fam- 
ily for over 400 years, part of one 
of the most costly libraries in the 
world will next week be put up te 
auction in Munich. This priceless col- 
lection, containing many unique vol- 
umes, could never have been assem- 
bled by any family less wealthy than 
the Fuggers of Augsburg, whose name 
for several generations in the Europe 
of the Renaissance was as suggestive 
of world power as that of the Medicis. 

How the Fuggers acquired their 
| wealth is one of the romances of his- 
tory. The family was founded in the 
fourteenth century by a penniless 
weaver who tramped into Augsburg, 
_looking for work, just as the Ref- 
ormation was about to dawn. Owing 
to its position on the overland trade 
route between the Mediterranean and 
Baltic, Augsburg became the greatest 
commercial city of its day, and each 
generation of Fuggers showed great- 
er business genius than its predeces- 
sors. They owned silver mines in 'T'y- 
rol, copper mines in Hungary, ships 
on every sea, their trade in spices, 
wool and silk being enormous. They 
had the right of minting money, and 
were the bankers of kings and em- 
perors. 

One of the Fuggers accepted the 
colony of Venezuela from the Emperor 
Charles V ns security for a debt, and 
when the emperor confessed that he 
could not pay, calmly threw the bond 
into the fire. 

The manrf who did most to build up 
the famous library, Marcus Fugger, 
who lived from 1529-1597, was a man 
of rare culture, a writer of talent, 
and translator of 18 volumes of the 
history of the church. He collected 
with enthusiasm and taste, the cost 
of ny work he wanted being no ob- 
ject.

I earnestly believe it isn’t news, 
and I doubt that people read it se- 
riously.

I hardly think such notoriety or 
adulation helps any one connected 
with it.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(@) 
Osear Johnston, finance director 
of the farm adjustment administra-: 
tion, told newspapermen today that 
in his opinion President RKoose- 
velt’s gold policy was “distinctly 
beneficial to the cotton-growing 
south.”

Arrival of the guards yesterday 
started a battle in the streets, in 
which officers were forced to resort 
to tear-gas bombs. 

The governor today reiterated that 
his action was the only course left 
open to him and he virtually washed 
his hands of the case in a lengthy tele- 
gram to State’s Attorney John B. 
Robins, of Somerset county, where tle 
lynching and rioting occurred. 

Evidence Procured. 


“More than 10 days ago,” the gov- 
ernor wired, “the attorney-general 
procured testimony which justified the 
arrest of a number of people for lead- 
ership in the Armwood lynching,” and 
he urged State's Attorney Robins to 
arrest these men and hold them for 
the grand jury. The state’s attorney 
refused to do so. 

“The entire situation was fully pre- 
sented to the three judges of the cir- 
cuit, with the request that they ap- 
point special counsel to represent the 
state. They have not done that. 

“Since the local officials of Som- 
erset county would not perform the 
constitutional duties imposed on 
them, it became my responsibility as 
governor of the state to exercise the 
authority conferred upon me by the 
law of this state for such an emer- 
gency and cause the men to be arrest- 
ed through the agency of the national 
guard. .- «°° 

“The men having been arrested, the 
responsibility of the local judicial ma- 
chinery to proceed with the conduct 
of the charge is clean and inescapa- 


ble.”

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heriff Suffers Heavy Loss 
As Mob Damages and Loots Home 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov; 29.-—-( 
Sheriff Otto Theisen stood in. the 
wreckage of his home in the Buchanan 
county jail today and described an 
invasion by the crowd which lynched 
Lloyd Warner, 19-year-old negro who 
had confessed attacking a white gir! 
Sunday night. : 

The 60-year-old self-styled “fighting 
Dutchman” told the howling .throng 
“There are too many Irishmen here 
for me” as he announced he was ready 
to surrender his prisoner after several 
hours spent in defending him and the 
jail from attack. Then he led the 
crowd to the place wher he had hid- 
den the negro. 

“I did everything I could to stop 
them,” said the sheriff, leaning on 
the scarred piano in the living room. 
Windows in the room were smashed, 


the glass covering a picture on the 


wall had been shattered by a missile 
and was strewn over the rug. . On 
the piano was all that remained of 
what had been a large vase: 

$150 Vases. 

“IT bought two vases like that one 
26 years ago and paid $510 apiece for 
them.” he said. “Now look.a it. 

“They didn’t stop with breaking up 
my home. The~ stole things. They 
took an overcoat of mine that cost 
$45. They took some hats which be- 
longed to my men in the jail. 

“T. had learned that trouble was 
brewing and I though I was ready 
for it. We were equipped with tear 
gas. We deemed the jail mob. proof. 

“Some of the mob came to the front 

door at first and knocked. They 
wanted the negro, but I told them 
they couldn't have him. I locked the 
door and they tried to beat their way 
in, 
“To pacify the crowd, I invited some 
of them to come in and see for them- 
selves if we had the negro. But first 
I had hidden him. I won’t say where 
but it was where they couldn’t find 
him. They looked the place all over 
but never saw him. Then they went 
out. 


“We began throwing tear gas bombs 


when- the crowd started wrecking. the 


jail. We had the-city officers send 
over their supply. | 

“TI called the governor at Jefferson 
City when I saw how things were go- 
ing. I asked him for national guards- 
men and he told me he would do 
whatever he could. 

“The mob kept making headway. 
They tossed rocks and bricks and eggs 
—whatever they could lay their- hands 
on. We fought ‘em even -after : they 
got inside but I saw it was no use. 

had nine negroes in jail and I was 
afraid the mob would lynch them, too. 
The crowd was wrecking everything 
in sight. Why they would have left 
nothing standing if I hadn't given in. 

“They were shooting through the 
windows and [ expected one of my 
men to get hit any minute. So I told 
‘em I was ready to Jet them have 
Warner. 1 went outside and talked to 
them. 
: Too Many Irishmen. 

“If you keep quiet and be careful 
you can have the negro in two min- 
-utes,’ I said. “There's no use tearing 
down. any more. I can’t hold out. I’ve 
never known an Irishman to lick a 
Dutchman before, but there are too 
many Irishmen here for me.’ ” 

Exhausted, the gray-haired man 
shook his head in despair as he talked. 
Often he was interrupted by the mill- 
ing hundreds who continued to wander 
curiously through his home and bat- 
tered down jail entrances. 

What did he propose to do about 
the mob violence? 

“What can I do?” he asked. Then 
answered it: “Nothing.” 

“My worry now is to get the jail 
and my home back in order. Why, if I 
had been in here and seen what they 
were doing to my own house, I'd have 
shown them a real fight. 

“Think of it, my own wife and ‘rela- 
tives were somewhere in here.”’ 

The sheriff estimated the damage to 
the jail building, including his honr, 
at $5,000.

Rushed to Baltimore. 


The prisoners were rushed to Bal- 
timore last night, a few hours after 
the riots and were iocked up in the 
Baltimore city jail. 

Writs designed to release’ the 
prisoners were issued and a hearing 
set for this afternoon in the Somerset 
county courthouse. 

Fearing a fresh outbreak if the 
prisoners again were transported 
through Salisbury, elaborate plans for 
protection of the officers and securi- 
ty of their charges, were discussed, 
but Martin, veteran warden of the 
city jail, demanded that he be allow- 
ed to take the prisoners back alone. 

few hours later, Martin, un- 
armed, left with the men in an auto- 
mobile. One guard followed in an- 
other machine. He, too, was unarmed. 

As he left with his prisoners, War- 
den Martin stressed the fact that he 
was unarmed and added that he would 
not defend himself if he was not per- 
mitted to deliver the prisoners to the 
court house. ae

He said 
he heard reports last night that a 
mob had disinterred the body, anc 
that he examined the mound with a 
flashlight and discovered it covered 
with fresh earth. 

- He conferred with county authori- 
ties, however, and they agreed to make 
no further inquiry at this time. 

Armwood was hanged and his body 
set ablaze a short time after he was 
arrested on a charge of attacking an 
aged white woman.

STATE INVESTIGATION

William Sawyer, assistant attorney- 
general, was sent here from Jefferson 
City to conduct the inquiry. 

“If the responsibility for the lynch- 
ing can be fixed,” said Attorney-Gen- 
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eral Roy McKittrick, “this office will 
assist and aid in the prosecution.” 
Sawyer was instructed to co-operate 
with the sheriff and the prosecuting 
attorney of Buchanan county “in ob- 
taining the facts.” 
Held Unjustified. 


Governor Park, who ordered out a 
national guard tank eompany last 
night.in a vain attempt to save the 
negro from the mob of 8,000 which 
stormed the county jail and foerced 
Sheriff Otto Theisen to surrender 
Warner, said in a statement today: 

“Mob violence whether in punish- 
ment of crime or in attempt to obtain 
alleged civil rights i$ always wrong 
and destructive of good government. 
To condone such an offense is to en- 
courage lawlessness, deny the effi- 
ciency of the courts and the power 
of constituted authority.” 

Quiet had returned to the city after 
the scenes of violence which ended in 
the hanging of the negro to a tree 
near the courthouse and the burning 
of his body before the eyes of thou- 
sands of shouting men, women and 
children. There had been no arrests 
tonight. 

At the battered county jail gray- 
haired Sheriff Theisen, who capitu- 
lated to the mob after the steel juil 
door had been pulled off, said he hal 
no other course but to turn the negro 
over to the lynchers. ‘Tear-gas bombs 
had proved ineffectual in driving back

her Sunday night, leaving her tied 
with her own stockings. A long knife 
found at the scene led to Warner’s 
arrest. Officers charged she was the 
second woman attacked by the negre 
youth.

olic layman of this country.” the

When . assigned as night jailer, 
Davidson had promised his superiors: 
“A prisoner will kill me before he 
gets away.”

CHOATE 10 DIREGT 
U.9. LIQUOR POLICY 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 29.— 
()-—President Roosevelt today set up 
the federal machine for control of 
liquor after repeal of national prohi- 
bition next week and named Joseph 
H. Choate Jr., of New York, to direct 
the task. 

Choate with an advisory board of 
four government experts will adminis- 
ter the newly signed liquor code seek- 
ing a control of production and the 
protection ‘of dry states. 

The president expects the liquor in- 
dustry to take the initiative with the 
federal government exercising prin- 
cipally veto and supervisory powers. 

His liquor control plan was de 
scribed as having a three-fold objec- 
tive: 1. Full authority for the states 
to name their own methods of sale. 
2. Assurance of gvod liquor at rea- 
sonable prices without flooding 


market, and elimination 
ging, and, 3, protection of dry states. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Roosevelt is giving | 
consideration to new relation bet ween | 
the federal and state governmeiis on)

tax collections. 

This proposal would leave to 
states the levying and collecting of 
their oceupational. taxes such as the 
licenses on distilleries, restaurants and 
hotels and the like and woukl turn 
over to’ the federal government the 
coHection of volume taxes. to be dis- 
tributed, among the states on a per- 
centage basis. Mr. Choate, the liquor 
administrator, is a lawyer and per- 
sonal friend of the president. He is 
a son of the former ambassador to 
Great Britain. 

The government representatives who 
will work with him on the federal 
alcohol control administration are W. 
A. Carver, chief counsel of the pro- 
hibition unit in the department of 
justice; Edward G. Lowry, special 
assistant to the secretary of the treas- 
ury; Dr W Thorpe, director of 
the bureau of domestic commerce, 
and Harris Willingham, of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

While the final decision is up to 
congress on federal liquor control 
there was an indication that Mr. 
Roosevelt might suggest that the new- 
ly established emergency board carry 
on for an experimental period. 

’ Its establishment was forced by the 
necessity. of providing some. supervi- 
sion between the time of repeal and 
action by. congress. No decision has 
been reached so far on the adminis- 
tration recommendation on new liquor 
taxes, 

Prominent Repealist. 


Joseph H. Choate Jr., appointed | 


administrator of .the federal liquor 
control code, has been prominently 
identified with the repeal movement, 
and, following legalization of beer, 
with New York control forces. 

He was a member of the New York 
city beer control board from May 2 
to July 13, resigning from the board 
because it required so much of his 
attention in the face of a press of 
private business. 

Choate came to the defense of the 
voluntary committee of lawyers op- 
posed to the eighteenth amendment in 
1929 and since then has figured in 
anti-prohibition activities. 

He was born in New York city 
57 years ago. He obtained his bache- 
lor and doctor degrees from Harvard 
and married Cora L, Oliver of Al- 
bany in 1903. They have four chil- 
dren, 

Before he was admitted to the bar 
in 1902, he was third secretary in 
the American embassy in London for 
three years. since then he has practic- 
ed law in New York city. 

His politics are recorded as repub- 
lican: he is one of the founders of 
the chemical foundation; is a gover- 
nor of the New York hospital, a trus- 
tee of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and a member of the board 
of the Bank of New York and Trust 
Company.

W. O. MeGeehan, sports writer an 
columnists of the New York Herald 
Tribune, who died today in Bruns- 
wick, Ga., was born in San Francisco 
and broke into newspaper work in this 
city. 

His first experience was as a gen- 
eral news reporter in the "90s. He

LIKED DOVER HALL. 

In later years the famous sports 
columnists of the New York Herald- 
more and 
more of his time at Dover Hall. His 
health was net so good and the pas- 
toral quietness of the place and the 
gentle souls. of Wilbert Robinson, 
‘Ma”’ Robinson and Colonel Til Hus- 
ton made the surroundings comfort- 
able and happy for him. 

Bill McGeehan, or “Sheriff McGee- 
han, as Mr. Robinson called him, was 
the latter's favorite topic of conversa- 
tion—in any conversation. He always 
spoke affectionately of him and never 
missed an opportunity to praise his 
writing. Uncle Robby thought Mce- 
Geehan the greatest of the New York 
sports writers. 

And McGeehan was one of _ those 
metropolitan newspapermen who al- 
ways stood loyally by Robinson in his 
frequent squabbles with Judge Steve 
McKeever, who became the Brooklyn 
owner following the death of-Charley 
Ebbetts.

McCarl! ruled for the agriculture de- 
partment that whether the Northwest 
Motors Company, of Bethesda, Md., 
a Ford dealer, violated the retail mo- 
tor code was “for judicial determina- 
tion” and not for the purchasing offi- 
cer to decide. 

The question was raised by Hugh 
Johnson, the NRA administrator, as 
an outgrowth to the failure of Henry 
Ford to sign the automobile code, 
with Johnson contending the com- 
pany’s bid probably was under the 
minimum price set by the code. 

One paragraph of the McCarl rul- 
ing said: 

“If the situation with respect to 
the applicability of any code provi- 
sion has so changed since October 
21, 1933, the date of opening of the 
bids in the instant matter, that any 
of the bidders may feel that a con- 
tract awarded now upon the basis of 
its bids as then submitted would in- 
volve a violation of any provision of 
the applicable code, such bid may be 
withdrawn, or better, all bids should 
be rejected and the government’s 
needs re-advertised.”’ 

This question, departmental offi- 
ciale said, had been referred to the 
division handling the bids. They were 
for about 1,000 machines. McCar]l re- 
cently ruled that the Northwest Com- 
pany was eligible to bid.

“Gentlemen, bring in a verdict of 
not guilty,” said Samuel 8. Leibowitz, 
chief of counsel for the defense, “so 
that justice may be done to the state 
of Alabama on the one hand and this 
negro boy on the other.” 

When court recessed until 8:30 
a, m., tomorrow, an hour and a half 
of argument remained before Judge 
W. W. Callahan, presiding, charges 
the jury on the law and evidence; the 
third jury to sit in judgment on Pat- 


terson. 
Twice Convicted. 

The negro twice has been convicted 
and sentenced to death on charges of 
attacking Mrs. Victoria Price, Hunts- 
ville mill worker, on a freight train 
as it rumbled through the mountains 
of Jackson county on March 25, 1931.

Mrs. Roosevelt Over Tracks

- Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt spent 
15 minutes walking across railroad 
tracks in Terminal station here late 
Wednesday because an excited train- 


master couldn’t find the train to 
Warm &Springs. 

The wife of the president laughing- 
ly followed the rotund veteran of 40 
years service as he argued with negro 
porters about the location of the 
train on which Mrs. Roosevelt was 
to ride the short distance to the lit- 
tle town where her husband is vaca- 
tioning. She left Washington at noon 


ay. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was to change 
trains here. Railroad officials were 
advised in advance, so the man who 
knew most about the location of the 
trains was sent to pilot her the short- 
howe route to the regular Warm Springs 
rain. 

» When Mrs. Roosevelt. stepped to the 
round the trainmaster took charge. 
he said she had not purehased her 
ticket for the remainder of the trip. 
The trainmaster said that was all 
right. She could make the purchase 
on the train. 

He started across tracks—which, it 
was learned later, was in the opposite 
direction from where the Warm 
Springs train waited. 

A negro porter called: “Boss, that’s 
the train to Macon. The Warm 
Springs train is over here,” pointing 
behind him. 

“I know better,” said the trainmas- 
ter. “We haven’t had a train to Ma- 
con in months. That’s the engine that 
always pulls the Warm Springs train, 
I saw it when I came in.” 

It was the Macon train. 


Mrs. Roosevelt began to enjoy the 
situation and smiled. 

L. W. (Chip) Robert, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, who came 
to his home here on the train which 
brought Mrs. Roosevelt, to spend - the 
Thanksgiving holidays, asked the 
trainmaster the trouble. 

“I’ve worked on the railroad for 
more than 40 years. They've changed 
things on me. But never mind, the 
Warm Springs train is over here on 
the next track,” came the reply. 

The next train wasn’t the one, nor 
the next. 

Asked if she was worried about 
missing the train, Mrs. Roosevelt 
broke into a full laugh: “No, I’m 
more concerned about my baggage. I 
wonder if the porter got it on the 
right train. 

The befuddied trainmaster asked 
another station employe where the 
Warm Springs train could be. He was 
right at it, the employe said. 

The. trainmaster introduced Mrs, 
Roosevelt to the conductor. “Where 
is the Pullman?” he asked. The con- 
ductor told him at the end of the 
train and he left Mrs. Roosevelt at 
the step in charge of the Pullman 
conduetor. 

“Whew, that was some walk,” said 
the first lady. “But I needed it be- 
cause, I have done hardly anything 
but sleep since the train left Wash- 
ington.” 

She was dressed in gray and blue 
checked wool with a small hat with 
brim to match. Her gloves were of 
blue; her shoes of black kid with a 
black id handbag; a silver fox fur 
was about her neck and she carried 
a blue coat.

Bank Policies Under G. 
Blamed for 1933 Troubles

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(UP) — 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman of the 
board of the Chase National Bank, 


charged before the senate stock mar- 
ket committee today that Federal Re- 
serve bank policies during the Hard- 
ing and Coolidge administrations were 
“largely responsible” for present Amer- 
ican ‘banking difficulties. 

The handsome brother-in-law of John 
D. Rockefeller Jr. appeared before the 
committee as it prepared to end its in- 
quiry into boom-time financing by 
Chase National bank, and read a 
lengthy statement in which he urged 
drastic revision of the nation’s bank- 
ing Jaws to prevent commercial bank- 
ers from engaging in speculative en- 
terprises. 

“I think the manner in which the 
federal reserve system functioned from 
1920 to 1930 was most unfortunate,” 
Aldrich said. “A money market was 
created which was very largely respon- 
sible for the difficulties of the banks.” 

Aldrich .explained: to the committee 
that since he became chairman of the 
board of Chase bank in 1932 he had 
stopped violations of what he consid- 
ered sound banking principles where- 
ever they were called to his attention, 

In reply to a question from Senator 
Couzens, republican, Michigan, Aldrich 
said his statement had not been ap- 
proved by his board of directors. 

“T assume, then, that you have com- 
plete confidence that you have the sup- 
port of your board,” Couzens con- 
tinued. 

“IT have,” -Aldrich replied with a 
smile. 

He repudiated boom-time banking 
methods of the Chase bank while it 
was under the direction of Albert H. 
Wiggin, but did not mention Wiggin 


by name. Aldrich then urged that the 
Glass-Steagall bank bill, passed at the 
last session of congress be strength- 
ened to provide even more complete 
separation of commercial and invest- 
ment banking. 

After making it clear that he was 
not criticising investment banking as 
a whole, Aldrich said it was impos- 
sible to draw a distinction between the 
careful and conscientious banker “who 
would never permit his influence to 
be misused” and the banker who 
“through recklessness or even because 
of his private interests, might exercise 
his influence improperly, if opportu- 
nity is permitted to exist.” 

He proposed that commercial banks 
be allowed to continue to’make loans 
to investment bankers: to carry new 
stock issues, but would forbid the 
commercial bankers to participate in 
the marketing of the stock or to use 
influence upon investment bankers. 

Aldrich outlined several methods by 
which bankers could side-step provi- 
Sions of the Glass-Steagall bill de- 
signed to separate commercial and in- 
vestment banking interests. He pro- 
posed amendment to compel executive 
officers of federal reserve member 
banks to report all loans from # 
sources above a nominal sum; forbid 
participation by bank officials in pools, 
trading accounts or other agencies used 
in the marketing of stocks; forbid of- 
ficers and directors of the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks from participating in 
securities ventures; force bank offi- 
cials to report to boards of directors 
all outside financial connections and 
their salaries ‘therefor; enact legisla- 
tion to prevent competitive banks from 
doing “unsound things in an effort 
to get new business or keep the busi- 
ness they have.” 


‘Widow’ Urged for Contract Bridge; 
Would Improve Game--Culbertson

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—(/)—A 
“widow” for contract bridge was sug- 
gested today by Ely Culbertson. for 
consideration in future improvement 
of the game. 

The widow would consist of four 
cards dealt face down in the middle 
of the- table while each player was 
receiving 12. The winner of the auc- 
tion would look at the widow, select 
one card himself and pass one to each 
player as the declarer desired. 

Culbertson thinks a widow would 
add a zest of uncertainty to the game 
and in addition promote skilful play 
by the declarer. For instance, if the 
widow should consist of high cards, 
the declarer would have to plan care- 
fnlly to utilize his cards to the best 
advantage. 

Whether or not his idea of a widow 
is ever adopted, Culbertson is firmly 
of the belief that the march of events 
will. result in a* change in scoring 
rules, perhaps next year. 

He thinks that a game contract in 
diamonds and clubs will be four in- 
stead of five, for the reason that it is 
just as difficult to bid and make 
ame in the minors as the majors. 
The greater difficulty of taking 11 
tricks now results in many no-trump 
contracts instead of diamond or club 
commitments. 

Culbertson is inclined to make the 
no-trump game contract two, instead 
of three. Many no-trump contracts 


fail now by one trick. Any tendency 
to overemphasis of no-trump contracts 
as compared with suit bids would be 
offset by the ease with which a two- 
no-trump contract could be overcalled. 

Slam bonuses are too large, in his 
opinion. He believes it would be 
more equitable to have a bonus for 
little slam equal to half the value of 
a game. Tournaments and sessions 
of rubber play now often hinge upon 
one lucky vulnerable grand slam with 
its 2,250 bonus. 

Undertrick penalties are likely to 
be revised with the .use of simple 
multiples, he believes. He would have 
doubles not vulnerable penalties equal 
to twice the undoubled penalties with 
vulnerable penalties in the same pro- 
portion. 

Future changes are likely to be 
without the co-operation of the Port- 
land Club, of London, ahd the Com- 
mission Francaise du Bridge, which 
co-operated with the Whist Club, of 
New York, in framing the present 
code. Culbertson believes that the 
French organization; some leaders of 
which dislike contract as compared 
with French games, is likely to side 
with the Portland Club in any dispute 
arising out of the Portland Club’s 
prohibition of ace-showing.

Bishop- Mueller issued a statement 
telling “American churchgoers that 
in the new evangelical church the gos- 
pel will naturally remain as a founda- 
tion on which the message of Christ 
will rest.” 

He declined to discuss the church 
situation further, beyond saying that 
Bishop Hossenfelder would remain a 
| bishop. 

The long-standing church fight be- 
tween Bishop Hossenfelder’s faction 
and that of former Reichsbishop 
Friedrich Von Bodelschwingh became 
a government issue when Bishop Muel- 
ler sought the advice of Chancellor 
Hitler yesterday. 

The Rev. Mr. Hossenfelder, mean- 
while, left no stone unturned to re- 
gain his post in the governing body. 
He* and’ Dr. Friedrich Werner, the 
cabinet’s legal councillor, quit when 
the interior ministry hinted that their 
aggressive political, leadership and 
anti-Semitic policies threatened a 
schism in the evangelical church.

Sets Prices of Grains 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Nov. 
29.—(#)—The Argentine government 
by. decree today fixed the following 
prices for grains: 

Wheat, 62 cents a bushel. 

Corn, 44 cents a bushel. 

Flax, $1.15 a bushel. 

(Prices in United States currency.) 

The decree raises grain prices from 
11 to 16 per cent above the previous 
level and also creates a grain regu- 
lation board to purchase money drafts 
from exporters and send them to firms 
needing foreign exchange by a virtual 
auction system. The government an- 
ticipated that this system would de- 
fray expenses of the grain subsidy, 
leaving the government a net profit. 

Bidders for government-sold drafts 
must have the exchange control com- 
mission’s permit to be eligible to bid. 


Four Big Steel Firms 
Merged in Germany 


ESSEN, Germany, Nov. 29.—(/)— 
A shareholders’ meeting of four of 
Germany’s largest iron and steel con- 
cerns today approved a_ $220,000,000 
merger into a huge holding company 
called the Vereinigte Stahlwerke. 

Culminated in a_ joint working 
agreement between the four compa- 
nies, the merger was based on the 
principles of “concentration” of finan- 
ces and “deconcentration” of produc- 
tion, and was considered the biggest 
deal of its kind in recent years. 

The concerns involved were the 
Vereinigte Stahlwerke, Gelsenkirch- 
ener Berowerks Gesellschaft, Phoenix 
Aktien Gesellschaft Fuer Bergbau 
Und Huettenbetrieb and Stahlwerke 
Vanderzypen Und Wissener Bisen- 
huetten Gesellschaft. 

The capital shares of the holding 
company were fixed at 536.500,000 
marks (currently about $220,000,000), 
or 700.000,000 marks less than the 
original total of the capitalization of 
the four companies.
